The Mormon Colonics in Chihuahua. 
From a Mr. Turloy, just up from 
LaColonia 
Juarez, in tho state of 
Chihuahua, tho Oasis has picked up 
a few bits of information about the 
new colonies established over thero 
by the Mormons somo eight years 
ago. 
In various colonies, of which 
thero aro a half a dozen, there 
are 
somo 
2000 
people. 
They 
aro 
situated in tho valleys of 
tho San 
Migual and Piedras 
Mordes river, 
in each of which thero is an 
abun- 
dant flow of water tho entire year. 
Tho principal colonies aro Juarez, 
Dublan, Diaz,Pacheco andOaxaca. 
The latter colony is in Sonera, tho 
others are in Chihuahua. 
Oaxaca 
is about 100 miles away from 
tho 
nearest colony in 
Chihuahua, and 
tho latter 
are 
eighteen 
to forty 
miles 
apart. 
Tho colonists 
raise 
great quantities of fruit and 
veg- 
etables, 
and 
find their 
principal 
markot 
in 
tho 
mining 
camp at 
Corralitos, although thoy 
ship 
a 
great deal to tho City of Chihuahua 
and tho 
City 
of 
Mexico. 
Thoy 
havo a canning factory, which cans 
a great deal of tho fruit grown, and 
produces a quality 
which 
equals 
that, from American establishments. 
Tho last two years tho output 
has 
been limited by the short crops of 
fruit, owing to sovero frosts.

HINTS 
FOR 
BEEKEEPERS. 


Bees 
gorged with honey never 
vol- 
unteer an attack. 
Queenless 
colonies, 
unless supplied 
with a queen, will soon dwindle away. 
One of tho best paints for the hive 
is made by mixing white lead and white 
zine with raw oil. 
If a colony winters badly It influences 
the working qualities of the queen. The 
colony pulls up slowly. 
The formation of new colonies should 
be confined 
to the. season when bees 
are accumulating honey. 
Where bees and poultry constitute 
minor industries 
of the farm, 
some 
buckwheat should be grown. 
It is a mistake to malC a practice of 
extracting honey before it is ripe. 
It 
can bo refined artificially, but the nat- 
ural way is best. 
Tho general prosperity of bees in the 
spring depends upon proper care, 
fa- 
vorable weather and plenty to eat, the 
latter condition being absolutely indis- 
pensable. 
Having.decided that certain colonies 
are to be united, 
the first thing 
to 
know is which has the best queen. This 
ascertained, hunt out the poorest one 
and kill her before uniting. 
As soon in the spring as the bees begin 
to fly the entrance of the strongest 
col- 
onies should be contracted to an inch or 
two, and the weaker ones so that only 
a bee or two can enter at a time. 
On the strength of the colonies de- 
pends tho honey crop. 
If the colonies 
arc weak, double them up until a strong 
colony is formed, saving the best queen 
and destroying the rest. 
Moro brood 
will be reared in one good, strong colony 
than in several weak ones.
